The Next Step, Mr. Minister? 


HEN, in the winter of 1957, the Minister of Trans- 

port inaugurated the double white line scheme in 

the United Kingdom, he said that time would be 
given for motorists to get used to the lines and their require- 
ments before their full observance was enforced. What sad- 
dened us—indeed, amazed us until we realized that his 
hands were tied—was that the so-called model sections 
inaugurated by the Minister were, in many parts, models 
of what the double white line scheme should not be. Had 
no cognizance been taken of experience gained in other 
countries? Did not the Ministry realize that in many cases 
it was reducing the capacity of the highway—that it was 
adding to congestion and frustration? 

The fact was that since the white lines were not then 
mandatory the Ministry could not use the scheme to best 
advantage; could do little more than accustom road users 
to the new-type lines. 

From next Tuesday, May 12, obervance of the new 
system will be compulsory and the scheme will be extended 
rapidly. From that date, therefore, highway authorities 
will be in a position to modify existing layouts and see that 
all are in line with common sense. Can we take it, Mr. 
Minister, that you will seek to ensure this with the same 
zeal and zest that you are showing over motorways? 

As we have pointed out previously, to apply lines in the 
middle of a road which is three to four lanes wide has the 
effect of reducing traffic flow to two lines. This, for ex- 
ample, occurs at some places on the London-Portsmouth 
road. Were the lines to be offset, three lanes could operate 
safely. On the same road there is at least one example of a 
hill which is ideal for two lanes on the ascent, one lane on 
the descent, as is the practice on the Continent. Nearly all 
motor vehicles can travel at reasonable speed downhill; it 
is on upgrades that heavily laden lorries are apt to cause 
hold-ups. 

We appreciate, of course, that, where there is heavy 
traffic, intermittent reduction from two- to one-lane flow 
has a bottleneck effect which slows traffic and itself creates 
new. hazards between the merging lanes. However, exten- 
sive experience abroad has shown us that there is no lack 
of patience among drivers when they know that it is a case 
of “turn and turn about ”’—that within a minute or two of 
their being confined to a single traffic lane they will have 
their opportunity of overtaking. 


Parking Loophole 


FROM PERSONAL TALKS with the Minister—himself 
a keen motorist—we know he is most concerned about 
irresponsible parking on the roads. Among the legal pro- 
visions of the new double white line scheme is a vital one 
prohibiting the parking of vehicles where there is a double 
line system. However, in a statement about the scheme 








issued by the Ministry of Transport there is a small sen- 
tence stating:—“ The prohibition of parking does not pre- 
vent a driver stopping to pick up or set down passengers 
or to load or unload goods.” We appreciate the difficulties, 
but this broad escape clause is surely a great weakness. 

In theory, if not in practice, a vehicle, particularly a large 
one, would have to wait for another which had stopped to 
load or unload, unless the road at the particularly white 
line section was much wider than average. There are 
already plenty of examples of short sections of road with 
or without guardrails, where parking or stopping is prohi- 
bited: double white line corners should be among them. 
We sympathize with shopkeepers and residents at such 
places, but there is no practical alternative to carrying goods 
or walking from a little farther up the road. 

Whatever may be thought of the scheme as a whole, 
there can be no doubt of the need for greater lane discipline 
on British roads. The double white line scheme, where 
properly applied, now introduces a limited compulsory lane 
system at hazardous points on trunk roads.

IGHTING standards of the test for 
vehicles ten years old or more in- 
voke nothing novel in the way of 

regulations and statutory requirements, 
but it may be new to many to find them 
being enforced, with the automatic penalty 
of exclusion from the roads following 
failure to pass the test. 

The statutory requirement for cars is 
that they shall have two front white lights, 
two red rear lights and two red rear 
reflectors, all of which must satisfy the 
examiners in size and shape, power of 
bulb, location and efficiency. 

Rear lamps must “look alike,” says the

Both lamps and reflectors must be 
located within specified dimensional limits 
They must be not less than 2lin apart; 
not more than 42in or less than 15in from 
the ground; not more than 30in from the 
extreme rear of the vehicle (including the 
rear edge of a lowered luggage locker lid);

the sides of the car—at its widest point, 
of course. (For newer vehicles this figure 
is reduced to 16in.)

Ministry—they must be identical twins, 
and each must show a red light of 2in dia- 
meter if round or, if of another shape, ot 
equivalent area, and within which a lin 
circle may be inscribed. It is this latter 
requirement—in effect a minimum width 
of lin—which faults many of the old type 
of twin lamps which otherwise satisfy the 
regulations. If a halfpenny does not over- 
lap the edges, they are in order. Bulbs 
must be at least 6 watts—and so marked— 
and must be wired in parallel, so that 
failure of one does not extinguish the 
other. 

Separate red rear reflectors are required 
unless the rear lamps incorporate them— 
as many in fact do—in their lens. The 
specification is for a disc of the lens, of 
not less than 14in diameter, to have a pris- 
matic reflecting back. Whether the reflec- 
tors are in unit with the lamps or are 
separate, they must face squarely to the 
rear, and this can complicate the fitting of 
lamps which incorporate reflectors. Where 
reflectors are not circular they must be 
capable of containing a circle of lin dia- 
meter (a half-penny, for example), and of 
being contained within a 6in diameter 


ground or more than 12in from the level 
of the sides of the car, and are in good 
order, will satisfy the test. 

Beams of head lamps and auxiliary 
lamps—over 7 watts power—will be 
checked to ensure that they may be dipped 
below horizontal. It is not specifically 
an offence to fail to dip one’s head lamps, 
but to drive without reasonable considera- 
uon for other road users is, so the dipping 
provisions of the car will be checked, in 
conjunction with the beam alignment. The 
requirement is that the dipped beam shall 
not dazzle at a point 25ft from the car and 
3ft 6in above ground level. 

Fog and spot lamps, unless they s:tisfy 
a provision that they must be fixed with 
the lens centre not less than 2ft from the 
ground, may be used only in fog or when 
snow is falling. When, eventually, 1952 
cars are required to take the test the centre 
height for their auxiliary lamps will be 
2ft 2in, but for the present 2ft is the 
minimum. 

Where front side lamps are faulty, the 
first point to check is that the bulb fila- 
ment is unbroken. Next most usual fault 
is in the earth return to chassis, for rusting 





and dirt can break the circuit at the lamp 
base (classic emergency treatment is 
smart blow with the hand on the lamp 
body—but this can break the bulb fila 
ment). 


Rust-Free Contact 


The best remedy here is to remove the 
lamp, scrape clean and derust its base and 
the metal upon which it seats, then replace 
it, with a film of heavy grease between to 
prevent further rusting. Final check is of 
the cable which carries current to the 
lamp; where this passes inside a wing it 
may be broken by vibration or rubbing 
and it is, of course, sprayed with mud 
from the tyre whenever it rains. Renewal 
is easy and worthwhile. Similar treatment 
will usually restore a faulty red rear light 

More often, with rear lights, the need 
will be to replace old ones which do not 
satisfy current requirements. Fortunately 
there is a wide variety of replacement 
lamps on the market—almost every garage 
and accessory shop carries a range of them 

-and the only problem is where best to fit 
them. Accompanying drawings give the 
limiting dimensions. 

When lamps incorporating rear reflec- 
tors are fitted, it is important to ensure 
that they are so placed that the reflecting 
part of the lamps is facing squarely to 
the rear. Provision is included by most 
manutacturers to make this easy One 
offers a choice of rubber plinths of differ 
ing shapes which, with the possibility 
of fitting the lamp “upside down” if 
necessary, takes care of the most 
awkward angles; another makes pro 
vision for the reflector part of the lamp 
lens to be tilted independently, If the 
type of lamp which does not include the 
reflector is chosen, the reflectors them- 
selves must be bought separately, and

fitted in accordance with the regulations. 

Wiring of new rear lamps, with which 
the brake stop lignts usually are incor- 
porated, will present little difficulty to 
the reasonably careful (detailed instruc- 
tions are provided with the lamps). The 
requirement that failure of one does not 
put out the other involves wiring them 
in parallel—this means that both are con- 
nected to the cable leading from the front 
of the car, without the supply to one bulb 
having first to pass through the other 
bulb. 

‘I’ne connections for the rear lamps will 
usually be by red-insulated cables, but 
it is easy to check for the less-bright 
filament by connecting across the battery. 
Bulbs for these lamps have two filaments, 
and the pins on the cap are staggered so 
that they can be inserted only one way. 
If one filament fails, the bulb must be 
renewcd. 

Head lamp beam adjustment, even on 
old cars, is not difficult, and it is surpris- 
ing how many owners are content to let 
a beam illuminate wayside trees rather 
than the road itself. In many cases the 
head lamp is secured on a ball joint which 
can be slackened by a spanner for ad-

justment, This can be eased at home, 
and then the car driven to a quiet, 
straight road where the setting of the 


beams can be put right without troubling 
other traffic. There is a lot to be said 
for concentrating attention on the dipped 
beam—in England most of one’s night 
driving is done on this—and letting the 
main beam take second place. Generally 
if the dipped beam is right, the main 
beam will not be far out, 

Incidentally, the focus of the beam can 
be adjusted, either by setting the pins 
of the bulb cap in alternative notches in 
the holder, or by a small pinch bolt 
which grips the cap in the holder after 
the focusing has been set. More modern 
arrangements, of course, ensure that the 
focusing is accurate by precision align- 
ment of lamp filament and reflector, and 
provide simple screw adjustment of the 
beam. 

If one can place the car on a level 
surface some 25ft or so from the garage 
doors or, indeed from any blank wall, 
the head lamps may be adjusted, as shown 
in an accompanying illustration; beams 
shown are, of course, in the “up” posi- 
tion; in the dipped beam position they

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should be Uluminating a patch lower on 
the wall in the case of double-dip lamps; 
the older type should show the offside 
beam extinguished, and the nearside one 
dipped and swung a little t the left, 

If the dipping arrangement is out of 
order, first check to make is to ensure 
that a fuse which is included with the 
dipping solenoid circuit inside the near- 
side head lamp is not burned out; usually 
1 spare fuse is to be found in a clip on 
the upper part of the reflector support. 
Sometimes the dip switch will be faulty, 
or the dipping will be sluggish, depend- 
ing on a chance bump in the road to help 
it along; this can usually be improved by 
lubricating with very thin oil the pivots 
upon which the lamp reflector tilts. If 
the fault lies in the solenoid plunger, 
careful cleaning away of rust and accu- 
mulated dirt will help. Theoretically no 
positive lubrication should be given, but 
sometimes a drop of oil is the only 
remedy; in those circumstances it should 
be the best light watch or clock oil which 
is available. 

If auxiliary lamps are switched on and 
the head lamp beams extinguished by 
operation of the dip-switch, then the anti- 
dazzle requirements applying to normal 
dipped beams apply equally to the auxili 
ary lamps. 

Many motorists will seize the oppor- 
tunity of a check on head lamp align- 
ment to improve the efficiency of the 
lamps, by renewal of bulbs, replating of 
reflectors or even by fitting replacement 
head lamp units of the modern double- 
dip type 

This is not, however, a requirement of 
the compulsory test, and it may involve 
the introduction of relays and considerable 
extra wiring; accordingly it will be 
discussed in a subsequent article

Double White Line Compulsion 


ONSIDERABLY later’ than’ was 
originally expected, the rules con- 
cerning double white lines on the road 
become law next Tuesday, 12 May; com- 
ment on this new motoring regulation 
appears on page 673. 

Few drivers are not familiar by now 
with the mz arkings and their interpreta- 
tion. The*chief point to remember is 
that drivers are primarily concerned with 
the line nearest to them; the line on the 
right as seen from the driving seat is for 
the attention of oncoming drivers. It will 
be illegal for any driver to put a wheel 
across his line when it is solid. The only 
occasion when a driver may cross it is to 
obtain access to premises or a side road, 
and the fact that he was not overtaking 
at the time will not be justification for 
crossing it on other occasions. When his 
line is dotted he may cross ‘it, but the 
Ministry emphasize that this does not 
necessarily mean it is safe to overtake. 

To all drivers of competence the rule 
that one may not park wherever there is 


a double line is of little consequence, as 
they would not park on a main road in 
any case. It is a new law for road safety 
which few will regret. 

Single lines of long dashes warn of an 
approaching hazard, such as a blind bend 
or hill crest, and will usually be followed 
by the double-line system. Those of 
short dashes simply indicate lane lines. 

For offences against the double-line 
system the penalty will be a fine of up to 
£20, but licence endorsement will not be 
involved. 

The Minister of Transport states that 
over 500 miles of trunk road are now 
marked with the double-line system, all 
of which are “being carefully reviewed 
by the Ministry’s engineers before the 
Regulations come into operation.” He 
hopes that the system will be introduced 
on other roads as quickly as possible. The 
single solid line—which eventually will 
disappear—is to remain a legal marking 
for a further period which has been fixed 
initially at three years,

FOR THE EXPERIENCED MOTORIST 


a provincial town in Bolzano, is not only one of the 

sunniest places beyond the Alps, but also an ideal 
starting point for a first-class mountain pass trip. To praise 
this world-famous resort in autumn, in the vintage season, 
while other places are already shrouded in fog and becoming 
duller from day to day, would be too obvious. We shall 
recommend, instead, with pictures designed to arouse your 
wanderlust, a little round trip full of delights to driver and 
spectator alike. 

If you visit Merano do not race through it but take it easy, 
pausing here and there. In order really to get to know this little 
town, so beautifully situated at the mouth of the River Passirio 
where it flows into the Adige in a setting of orchards and vineyards, 
park your car and walk through the picturesque old town, with its 
beautiful archways. The Promenade, the Tapeiner Road halfway 
a the charming suburbs offer opportunity for extensive 
walks. 

To start a day trip covering about 180-200 miles, we recommend 
a trip to Oberlana; here we leave the car and ascend to the Vigil 
Pass by the funicular railway. From the old chapel on the actual 


M ERANO, ancient capital of the Tyroi but now merely 





col, half an hour’s comfortable walk will take you to a point 
offering a magnificent view of the Otztaler Alps, the Val Venosta 
and the Dolomites. And this beautiful view is only a foretaste of 
what is yet to come. 

The four passes, of which the Gavia and the Passo dello Stelvio 
are passable only for a few summer months, are among the most 
beautiful in Europe, and they alone are well worth 500 miles’ 
travel. For those who do not get up at ten o’clock or so to have 
breakfast at eleven, the round trip from Merano can be done in 
one day even without rally speeds. But you can also spend the 
night at Bormio, in order to enjoy the dramatic sight of the Gavia 
in peace and quiet. In and around Santa Caterina, in the Ortles 
area not far from Bormio, there are good inns. 

The shortest route from Merano to Fondo is via the Gampen 
pass. This road offers pleasant views but is more suitable for an 
afternoon trip. More to be recommended is the Adige Valley up to 
Bolzano, the capital of the province bearing the same name, then 
turning sharp right to the Passo della Mendola. This is only 
4,470 ft high, but it leads through large forests and is one of the 
most beautiful in Italy. The view across Lake Caldaro as far as 


the Dolomites and the Trentino Alps is indescribably lovely. 
From Dimaro, try to fit in a little side trip to the high-altitude

resort of Madonna di Campiglio—the road ascends to the Passo 
del Tonale, 6,181 ft. This pass is charming and the road good, and 
of all the passes in our itinerary it is most easily negotiable, but 
then it is perhaps also the least interesting one. 

At Ponte di Legno, a small village in the valley, the Tonale ends 
and the mysterious and ill-famed Gavia begins. Nothing is further 
from our aim than to belittle its reputation or even to whitewash 
it, but if no high speeds are necessary and you enjoy the scenery 
of the pass and have mastered the elements of pass driving, then 
the Gavia is only half as bad as its reputation. At the most 
dangerous points boards have been provided to make the pass

safer. Nevertheless, care and circumspection are essential, for the 
Gavia is narrow, tortuous and, of course, not macadamized. 
Although this pass (a wonderful detour near Lake Como) does 
not carry much traffic, it is always wise to expect oncoming vehicles 
and to use the hooter rather a little too much than too little, just as 
the Italians do. It is difficult to keep to the right as the road— 
a bridle-road created in the first world war and the object of many 
battles—is very narrow, and only the centre can be used. How 
beautiful the lonely Gavia is can be judged from the pictures. 
Shortly before the highest point of the pass we come to the Lago 
Nero, a small lake on a chalky plateau. Just as on the uphill 
journey, we descend again along many serpentines and after 
45 minutes or so are back in Bormio, the starting point for the

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delightful curve-studded trip across the Passo dello Stevlio. 

This pass, the second highest in Europe, is rightly looked upon 
as one of its most beautiful and fascinating ones. It is a monument 
to the craft of alpine road building. Along a distance of 25 miles 
the road winds its way from Bormio to Gomagoi with 84 bends 
and at a maximum gradient of 1 in 8, involving a difference in level 
amounting to 5,900 ft. 

At the customs point below the highest point of the pass the 
Umbrail Pass branches off towards Santa Maria, in the Miinster 
valley, on the way to St. Moritz. Last year the Umbrail Pass was 
closed because of building work, but neither in Bormio nor in 
Spondigna had this fact been signposted in any way. Well, we 
were south of the Alps, and in view of the grandiose aspect of the 
Passo dello Stelvio no one was unduly upset about having to turn 
back. A diversion which no one regrets—that alone is unique. 
If you wish to enjoy the beauty of the Stelvio Pass, please go there 
in July or in autumn; during the peak season you will just find 
yourself in the middle of an endless queue! 

In the Adige Valley we return from Spondigna to Merano, 
a place which, from the point of view of passes, ought to be given 
three stars. If you do not believe in grape cures, try Merano 
some time in autumn in connection with this beautiful trip, and 
you will be sure to try to fit a visit to the Southern Tyrol into 
your programme whenever you come to these parts again.

Viorgan Improvements 


DISC BRAKES NOW OPTIONAL EQUIPMENT ON PLUS 4 


N recent years increased performance of 
the Morgan Plus 4 has made improve- 
ment in the braking system desirable, 

the Morgan Motor Company, alive to . 
gradually and progressively increased th 
size of the drum brakes. Now, in the light 
of their own experience—for this is one of 
the few companies in which the directors 
take an active part in competition—and in 
response to requests from customers, the 
manufacturers have decided to offer disc 
brakes for the front wheels. 

These brakes are an optional extra; from 
brief road experience of a car fitted with 
them, they would appear to be well worth 
the extra cost. Although there is no servo 
assistance, only a moderate pedal pressure 
is necessary for a quick straight-line stop. 

Made by Girling, the brakes use 1llin 
diameter discs. The caliper is the latest 
two-piece pattern, with yin, quick detach- 
able pads. Each pad is bonded to a carrier 
plate, and these are held in the calipers by 
keep-pins secured by circlips. 

Girling dram brakes are retained at the 


rear. These are 9in diameter by 1.75in wide, 
and the total effective swept braking surface 
area is 312 sq in against 198 with drums all 
round. A 0.75in diameter master cylinder 
has a separate fluid reservoir; the combined 
cylinder and reservoir previously employed 
was found not to have sufficient capacity for 
the new system. With tae disc brakes go 
wire-spoked wheels of the centre-lock type, 
the perforated steel disc wheels being sup- 
plied only on cars with drum brakes all 
round. 

The Triumph TR3 engine is fitted in the 
Morgan Plus 4, and in its production form 
the claimed output is 100 b.h.p. at 5,000 
r.p.m. with a compression ratio of 8.5 to 1. 
By increasing the compression ratio to 9.2 
to 1 and fitting special inlet and exhaust 
manifolds, power output has been raised to 
106 b.h.p. at 5,500 r.p.m.—this modification 
is an optional extra. 

A 1,172 c.c. side-valve Ford engine and 
three-speed gearbox is normal equipment 
in the 4/4 series 2 Morgan. This engine 
also can be supplied in a livelier form by 


using an Aquaplane aluminium cylinder 
head, twin S.U. carburettors, separate inlet 
manifold, an 8 to 1 compression ratio and 
stronger valve springs. 

e familiar Morgan coil spring front 
suspension continues, married to a light 
chassis frame with half-elliptic leaf springs 
at the rear. The body panels are secured to 
a traditional coachbuilt timber frame, all of 
which are manufactured at Malvern. 

A large percentage of the output is 
exported to North America, where the 
marque is firmly established with a strong 
dealer and service organization. There are 
open two- and four-seater and coupé ver- 
sions of the Plus 4, and the 4/4 is available 
as a standard or competition model.

so many factors have to be taken into account. But if 

B.M.C.’s Farina-styled 1}-litre cars had to be arranged in 
this way, it is likely that the Morris Oxford V would head 
the list of the four models so far tested, in terms of value-for- 
money and suitability in the market for which it is intended. 
It is certainly to be placed among the most comfortable and 
convenient cars in its price range. 

Among the significant differences between this car and its 
partners is the seating, and in place of the divided bench or 
bucket seats of the other three models the Oxford has a bench 
seat in both front and rear compartments. Its design has been 
well thought out, and the cushion is constructed of foam 
rubber based on a springy latticework of flexible webbing. 
The squab is of rubberized hair on vertical webbing struts, 
and the seats are covered in soft leather. Folding centre 
armrests are provided. 

Soft and comfortable seating is the result, with adequate 
support in the right places. Driver and passengers are well 
located and do not slide about even when the car is driven 
fast on a rough or twisty road, and they still.feel happy and 
free from aches after long journeys. Some drivers found the 
backrest angle a little too vertical, resulting in an unnaturally 
upright seating position. 

The leading edge of the front seat is cut away in the 
middle to allow space for the central gear change, but this 
does not prevent the car from being used as a six-seater on 
occasion. The only point for criticism is the metal runner 
with its adjusting knob which projects forward from under 
ihe middle of the seat; it is ugly, and it spoils the general 
clean and tidy appearance of the front compartment. Tall 
drivers found the range of fore-and-aft adjustment of the seat 
adequate to provide a good driving position. 

On first acquaintance the top of the steering wheel seems 
high enough slightly to obstruct the driver’s otherwise good 
forward view of the road, and this is a fault which might 
become more prominent if, with use, the seat cushion settles. 

On the right of the steering column is a small lever for the 
winking indicators, with a green warning lamp in the end. 
This has the commendable and now familiar arrangement 
that its light intensity is reduced when the side lamps are 
switched on to prevent it from dazzling at night. 

A useful further improvement would be achieved if the 
side lamps also dimmed the indicator lamps themselves. By 
day the signal is clear and unmistakable, winking in amber 
from the top triangle of the tail lamp cluster at the rear, and 
from the sides of the full width grille in front; but by night 
the rear winkers are bright enough to be disturbing to follow- 
ing drivers. A considerable turn of the wheel is needed to 
cancel the indicator switch. Below the tail lamp on both 
sides of the car is provision for a reversing lamp. 

All the minor controls are arranged neatly in the facia, and 
in a way which makes them easy to find in the dark once the 
driver is familiar with the layout. The panel is painted in 
black and the matching body colour. On the right of the facia 


| T is never easy to place cars in an order of merit, because 
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is the combined ignition and starter key-switch; all other 
switches are of the tumbler type. In the black section of the 
facia on the right is the switch for head and side lamps, with 
the wiper switch on its left, and the choke control in line. 
Beside the steering column are the panel light and heater 
fan switches, just below the facia. 

Immediately in front of the driver—and not obscured by 
the D-shaped horn ring—are the two main dials containing 
the speedometer, trip and total mileage recorders (on the 
left), and thermometer, oil pressure and fuel gauges. These, 
with the clock on the extreme left, are all well marked and 
easy to read. General arrangement of the facia is neat and 
efficient. The twin windtone horns are mounted in front 
of the radiator, and have a pleasing but not raucous note. The 
exhaust has a pleasantly crisp sound. 

On the Oxford, the loudspeaker for the radio is housed 
behind the small grille which ranges across from the main 
instrument dials, and this seems to be the best place for it. 
Reception, with the H.M.V. set listed as an optional extra, 
was pleasantly clear and true, the only disadvantage being the 
amount of interference picked up in towns. The rotary con- 
trols for the heating are placed on either side of the radio, and

the heater proved to be extremely efficient although—on the 
car tested—the demister was not working. Its fan is so silent 
that it is almost impossible to hear if it is switched on when 
the car is running. 

A deep parcels shelf is provided below the facia, interrupted 
only in the middle. It is made of a pliable hardboard of a 
well-chosen strength; it is stout enough to stand up to normal 
use, yet weak enough to collapse without injuring a passenger’s 
knees in the event of an accident. Attention to crash safety 
is shown also in the fitting of a dished steering wheel, and 
a padded roll along the top of the facia. Windscreen reflections 
are avoided by the use of black plastic for the facia trim, and 
a matching black crackle finish for the windscreen surround. 

Both front and rear screens have an appreciable wrap- 
round, and very good visibility is provided. To the front, the 
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flat, sloping bonnet and the rounded wing tops are all in view 
of the driver, and behind, the tail fins help to make it easy to 
reverse the car and to see precisely where its rear end is being 
placed. 

Although the wrapped corners of the windscreen are missed 
by the wipers, visibility remains quite good in wet weather, a 
large areas of the glass are cleaned. The left wiper make: 
a slightly longer stroke than that on the driver’s side, enablin; 
the blades to be set to park correctly at the bottom of th 
screen when the motor is switched off, yet still to wipe the 
windscreen in front of the passenger as thoroughly as on th« 
driver’s side. 

Each door window carries a swivelling quarter light, with 
its own internal catch. These enable draught-free ventilation 
to be obtained, but on this car they did not close sufficiently 
tightly to eliminate a slight wind whistle at speed. Both front 
and rear side windows disappear completely into the doors, 
and the winding handles are placed low down and well forward 
where they do not get in the way of occupants’ knees. An 
ashtray is fitted in each front door, and there is one for rear 
seat passengers behind the front-seat squab. 

The car tested was the de luxe version of the Oxford, whic! 
—as stated—has the seats upholstered in soft leather. Thx 
basic model has seat upholstery and interior door trim of 
plastics. Other distinguishing features of the de luxe mode 
are the provision of bumper overriders, a windscreen washer, 
fresh-air heater sensibly arranged to take in air from the top o! 
the bulkhead, away from exhaust fumes of leading vehicles, 
and two sun visors instead of one. Including purchase tax, the 
de luxe Oxford costs only £28 more than the standard model; 
this is so reasonable that many purchasers will readily pay the 
difference. Duo-tone colour finishes are available on the 
de luxe car at £17 14s extra. 

Outside the car the considerable use of stainless steel may 
be noted with approval. It is used on all the window sur 
rounds, and for the horizontal slats of the radiator grille 
including the full width strips which embrace the side lamps 
and winking indicators. 

The Zerotorque locks fitted to the new B.M.C. models have 
already been described in detail; they enable the car to be 
locked without the key by lowering the interior handle and 
then closing the door with the exterior button pressed in, I 
is a well-planned feature and it proves extremely convenient 
in practice. Arriving at his destination, the driver may switch 
off the ignition and pocket the key in one movement, and then 
lock his door almost as part of the process of getting out of the 
car: simple, yet efficient. The latches themselves hold the 
doors tightly against the rubber sealing, but the doors can be 
closed without any need for slamming.

Like the Austin A.55 and _ the 


Wolseley 1500 and 15/60, the Oxford is 
powered by the well-tried B.M.C. series 
B engine of 1,489 c.c. with a single S.U. 
carburettor. It starts well hot or cold, 
and after a cold start the choke may be 
pressed home virtually as soon as the 
engine fires. Almost at once the engine 
will pull strongly and without hesitation. 

At tickover the power unit is almost 

unheard, and it remains very quiet in 
top gear right up to about 50 m.p.h. 
Thereafter it is more audible, but the 
level of engine noise is still low, and 
for many miles during the test the car 
was held with the unusually steady speedometer needle point- 
ing at 80 m.p.h.—a true speed of some 73 m.p.h.—this without 
any impression that the engine was being overstressed. It is 
flexible to a remarkable degree, and will pick up speed 
smoothly in top gear from just above 10 m.p.h. For a family 
saloon of this engine size, the Oxford has a commendably 
lively performance, and no vibration periods occur at any 
speed. 

Clutch take-up is smooth. When making standing starts 
under full power, there is some clutch slip. 

One of the many satisfactory features of this car is its excel- 
lent gear change. The lever is conveniently placed where the 
driver’s left hand falls to it naturally from the steering wheel, 
and it moves so smoothly and precisely that it is quite a 
pleasure to change gear. The ratios are well chosen, and 
third gear will run the car quickly up to 50 m.p.h. without 
over-revving. The engine is not the least reluctant to rev, and 
it will continue in third gear to a maximum speed of 66 m.p.h. 
However, beyond 60 m.p.h. in this ratio, the power begins to 
tail off, and a change to top is indicated. This impression is 
confirmed by the acceleration figures in the respective gears. 

A minor gear box fault noticed on one or two occasions was 
that bottom and reverse gears were sometimes difficult to 
engage at a standstill. 

The suspension is slightly harsh at low speeds, but on good 
main road surfaces it provides a stable and comfortable ride. 
This car holds its course well on a straight road, and is little 
affected by gusts and side winds; it corners satisfactorily, 
understeering slightly, though with a fair amount of roll. 
Much more credit can be given to the suspension after the car 
has been driven over some really rough unmade roads and 
tracks. Then the gerierous amount of vertical wheel travel 
and the ability to cushion major bumps at speed are noticed 
as worthy features which will help to look after the success 
of the car in markets where bad roads are commonplace. 

Fast driving along a potholed track provoked a fair amount 
of pitching at the front end, and the front suspension which 
has large rubber bump stops bottomed hard on one or two 
occasions. The Oxford earned good marks, however, on its 
brief test of colonial ride-ability, and a further aspect of this 
is that vulnerable parts of the underneath of the car are well 
protected. 

For example, the 10-gallon petrol tank stands high between 
the back of the rear seat and the front of the luggage locker; 
and the sump hides behind the sturdy cross member carrying 
the front suspension. Towing “eyes” are seen under the front 
bumper. 

Also noticed when the car was driven over rough ground 
was the fact that the steering is well insulated from wheel 
shocks; the steering wheel could be held with a steady hand 
while the car pounded over some of the worst going which it 
is ever likely to encounter. There is some free play and on a 
straight road the steering wheel may be turned about two 
inches at the rim with only fractional effect on the car’s 
direction.

The doors open wide, and access to front and rear compartments is easy. The door lock includes

Light pedal pressures bring a reassuring response from 
the brakes, and lady drivers in particular will appreciate their 
ease of operation. On the first brake application each morning 
there was a tendency to squeak and grab slightly—perhaps 
due to condensation moisture—but this always passed off 
almost immediately. During brake testing locking of the rear 
wheels limited the maximum figures which could be recorded, 
but it is sufficient to say that in normal use the brakes are 
thoroughly up to their task, and no brake fade was experienced 
throughout the test. The hand brake has the power to hold 
the car on a | in 3 hill, and its well designed pull-up lever is 
conveniently placed to the right of the driving seat. 

Some of the larger panels of this Oxford have been treated 
with rubberized compound, which contributes to quiet run- 
ning of the car. Road “rumble” is audible at speed on coarse 
tarmac surfaces, but as a rule the car rides quietly, particularly 
when speeds are kept below about 60 m.p.h. 

A roomy luggage locker is provided, which has a flat floor 
apart from the intrusion of the rear wheel arches. The spare 
wheel is stowed in a tray below the boot. The starting handle 
is used to lower the tray, and the wheel has to be removed 
to check its tyre pressure 

A small section of the luggage locker lid is cut away at the 
top left corner to accommodate the fuel filler, which is covered 
by a hinged flap secured by a lock operated with the ignition

This Morris is a car which can be driven surprisingly hard

S logical additions to the range of 
A Vauxhall models, Velox and Cresta 
Estate Cars have now been intro- 
duced. Conversion work on the standard 
saloon body is carried out by Friary 
Motors, Ltd., at Hatch, near Basingstoke, 
and production will commence this 
month. 

Passenger accommodation and_ interior 
appointment of the Friary Estate Car is the 
same as in the saloon, but the new ex- 
tended roof has increased head room above 
the rear seat by l4in. A one-piece lift-up 
loading door at the rear has a self-locking 
supporting strut, and gives access to a flat 
wooden platform 40in wide and 7lin deep 
with a removable black plastic covering. 


When the rear seat is occupied, lug- 
gage space is 30 cu ft. The hinged rear 
seat squab is normally retained in the 
upright position by a pair of pegs in the 
body sides which engage with rubber 
bushes on the squab; when folded, it 
rests on the cushion to extend the level 
piatform length to 79in and the capacity to 
52 cu ft. A ledge across the top of the 
squab prevents the load from moving for- 
ward into the remaining space behind the 
front seat, which gives a further 7 cu ft for 
stowage. Chromium-plated rubbing strips 
are fitted on the flat sides of the luggage 
space and on the rear of the squab. 

Spare wheel and fuel tank are carried 
beneath the platform. By releasing press 
fasteners and turning back the covering, a 
circular panel in the platform is revealed; 
this has to be rotated slightly to release 
it. Beneath, in a well, is the spare wheel 
with space for a second wheel above it, and 
the 14 gallon fuel tank, in two parts, is 
arranged around it, the filler protruding 
from the left side rear wing panel. Like 
the remainder of the body, the extension is 
of all-steel welded construction, the extra

side windows are fixed, and there is a full- 
width window in the loading door. 

The Friary Estate Car may be loaded to 
a maximum of 890lb, so that, with four 
occupants, a 230lb load can be carried on 
the platform. To accommodate this, five- 
leaf rear springs, in place of four-leaf 
springs on the saloons, are fitted, and six- 
ply tyres of unchanged section. At 244 cwt, 
kerb weight is under 1 cwt more than that 
of the saloon. Eight dual colour schemes or 
black may be specified. A Road Test of the 
Velox Friary Estate Car will appear in next 
week’s issue. 

Existing saloons can be converted; a 
price of £200 (£283 6s 8d with P.T.) 
is quoted. This excludes the cost of 
substituting heavy duty springs and tyres.

Rocky Coast 

E are taken to task for saying that 

coasting in neutral down long and 
gradual hills is all right. It makes little 
if any difference to the stopping power 
of good modern cars, and anyhow, top 
can be rapidly re-engaged. Of course, 
old cars with weak or oily brakes need 
engine braking very badly indeed. 

Many people seem to think that coast- 
ing in neutral is illegal. I believe many 
driving instructors frown on it; and a 
correspondent even alleges that it is for- 
bidden by the Construction and Use 
Regulations, 

In fact there does not seem to be any 
regulation specifically forbidding it; I 
have never heard of the prosecution of 
anybody for coasting; and Rover for

years fitted cars with freewheels. Borg- 
Warner, too, have automatic under-30 
m.p.h. freewheeling with their auto- 
matic transmissions. 

I expect the reason for the belief in 
the illegality of the economical practice 
is that driving examiners frown on it. It 
isn’t a good thing for learners. 

Another good demand of the 
examiners is that novices should change 
down through two gears before entering 
more important roads, steep corners, 
and so on. It does prevent that wild sail- 
ing on through every imaginable hazard, 
because to slow the car might involve 
the dreaded change-down! But it is 
not a legal requirement. 


Dead Elephant 


RAMA confronted me as I came 

from under the dark railway 
bridge of the Vauxhall roundabout sys- 
tem in London one night last week. 
There was a great parade of fire engines, 
and the monstrous underworks of an 
overturned eight-wheeled tanker. I 
went some way before stopping and, 
non-smoking, approached the scene. 

A newspaper seller told me he had 
seen the tanker fall over and had 
promptly phoned 999, “emergency.”

I had the awed 
feelings of the showman Barnum who, 
when his elephant died, put up the 
admission price and showed it dead. 


It’s Your Money... 


T a point on A.5 where it touches 
on the great London-Yorkshire 
motorway, we halted our car and des- 
cended into a cutting. At this point a 
concrete flyover bridge for a lesser road 
crossed, and the motorway was an un- 
made section. The rugged mass of great 
piles of earth, vast tyre tracks and 
glimpses of oversize machinery farther 
on quite dwarfed us. We lost all sense 
of scale. The great road, in various 
stages of completion, ran on over a hill 
far away. It struck the imagination, this 
lunar landscape, like something from 
H. G. Wells or Jules Verne. 
I do look forward to steaming up it. 
I want the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to spend all the money he takes off me 
on such roads, and not to squander it 
on other things I don’t like so much. 


Commercial Sport 


ATCHING other drivers and 

vehicles and guessing about them 
is a sort of game, really, but it has its 
usefulness. In the outer parts of Lon- 
don I saw somebody nearly come to 
grief from lack of observation. He can- 
not have noticed that the lorry ahead 
was in a hurry; empty; petrol-engined; 
almost new; and with a young driver. 
When a traffic light changed to green, he 
attempted a very snappy inside pass, 
and a swerve out before reaching a point 
with room for only one to go by. 

He didn’t make it, and extricated him- 
self with difficulty; that lorry moved 
off with the extreme alacrity that could 
have been expected, The attempted 
manceuvre would have been normal if 
the truck had been groaning under tons 
of rock or coal.

Land-cruising 


LTHOUGH the stability of modern 
American cars, derived from the 
wider, lower look, is remarkable, the 
change has curtailed accommodation 
and stowage in some respects. On a 
recent trip, it was laughable to be con- 
fronted with a boot as long as a tall man, 
yet a four-year-old’s little tricycle 
wouldn’t go in. The boot had grown 
very shallow indeed. 

I do suspect that some structure has 
been dispensed with, to lower the floors 
and roof levels. In two such cars I noted 
body shake on main roads. And in one 
of them, when I was enjoying the re- 
laxed comfort of land-cruising on a 
great Continental road, a slight wave 
caused my head to hit gently against the 
roof, which was too close. 

But all of us here have developed a 
respect for the land-cruisers. We leave 
the wild allegations to those who have 
not ridden in one for two years, or never 
at all. 


Compact 


CCORDING to Mr. George 
Romney, president of American 
Motors, the “compact” car will have 
half the American market in a few 
years. The success of his Rambler, and 
of the Studebaker Lark, points that way. 
I like that word “compact.” It does 
not mean “small,” but seems to imply a 
car which does not waste space in its 
own design, and does not waste road 
space either. When the American car 
suddenly started to grow very large, 
the police chief of a big city calculated 
that his town had, in effect, lost 15 per 
cent of its parking space. 

We may be taller than our ancestors, 
but such changes are slow. A four- 
seater and a six-seater have natural 
dimensions, governed by the size of 
four or six human beings.

HEN the Tulip Rally started 

out from Paris at 8 a.m. last 

Sunday week, few of the 150- 
odd competitors appreciated what a 
tough event it was going to be. The 
normally very fast and _ difficult 
“special stages” had been dropped, 
and duration of the event had been 
cut by a night to 24 days and two 
nights on the road—but the distance

remained the same, almost 2,000 miles. 
The regulations stated that except for 
the tests (hill-climbs, and flat-out 
“blinds” on racing circuits) the road 
average speed would not exceed 
60 k.p.h. (about 38 m.p.h.). 

Yet there was an ominous little entry 
in the rules which stated that unless the 
organizers were very much mistaken, the 
Tulip would be “won on the road”— 
which, of course, is what all rallies should 


be. 
—_ was slightly down on previous 


years, being confined to the hard core of 
international rally drivers who like their 
events as fast and as difficult as possible. 
Britain, as usual, was well represented, 
with works cars entered by the B.M.C., 
the Rootes Group, and the Triumph 
company, 

Rootes fielded three Sunbeam Rapiers 
(Peter Jopp and Francis Scott, Jimmy 
Ray and I. J. Hall, and Mary Handley- 
Page and Daphne Freeman). Triumphs 
had five TR3s, bringing the total TR3 
entry up to ten cars: works drivers were 
Gatsonides and Jetten, Annie Soisbault 
and Mme Wagner, Wallwork and H. 
Brooks, Corbishley and MHaggie, and 
Ballisat and Marvin. Together with Slote- 
maker, as a private entry, these cars 
formed two very strong teams. 

B.M.C. entries consisted of two Twin- 
Cam MGAs (Gott and Tooley, Sprinzel 
and Turner), which, together with the 
privately entered Twin-Cam of Vicat-Cole 
and Mainz, made up a team. Two Austin- 
Healey 100-Sixes brought the official entry

to four cars, and were driven by Pat Moss 
and Ann Wisdom, and Jack Sears and 
myself. These, together with the pri- 
vately entered 100-Six of Judge and 
Seward, also made up a team—matched, 
in their class, against such potent machin- 
ery as a 250GT Ferrari, three 300SL 
Mercedes-Benz, an Aston Martin DB2-4, 
and a Chevrolet Corvette. 

Though the Ford company entered no 
official cars, the works drivers were there 
—“Cuth” and John Harrison, Gerry 
Burgess and Sam Croft-Pearson, and 
other past or present drivers, bringing the 
Ford entry up to a total of nine cars. 
Altogether, there were 60 cars from this 
country. 

At 8 a.m. on a thoroughly bleak and 
overcast morning, the first car—Tak’s and 
Swaab’s 300SL Mercedes-Benz—set off 
round the banking of the Autodrome at 
Montlhéry, Holland’s foremost rally driver 
leading his country’s Rally Championship 
event. Behind him, at intervals of one 
minute, the others followed, the full 
column taking almost three hours to move 
off. This first stage, as is usually the way, 
merely served to take the cars to the scene 
of battle; the 220-mile route headed south 
along fast roads to the first control at 
Vichy. 

It was difficult to keep the faster cars 
down to the maximum permitted average 
of 70 k.p.h—to exceed this entailed 
penalization, and to exceed 75 k.p.h., dis- 
qualification. Our Austin-Healey led its 
team mates—identical, starlet cars. 

Still on good routes nationales, we 
motored gently on to Clermont Ferrand, 
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Aston Martin DB MARK III os

where the first of the ten tests consisted 
of a 4.3km climb from the outskirts of the 
town towards La Barraque—on N.141; 
only on the Continent can rally organizers 
run speed tests on public roads, closing 
them for the purpose. Fastest up the hill 
was Tak’s 300SL, with a time of 2min 
26sec; Poll’s Porsche 1600S climbed in 
2min 37sec and Burton’s A.C. Ace—later 
to crash and retire—in 2min 40sec. At 
the time of the climbs the rain held off, 


through illness. 


but the road was wet after one of the 
showers that prevailed throughout the 
event. 

In contrast with previous Tulips, in 
which the police waved competitors on 
through villages there were signs of a 
lessening of enthusiasm down in this part 
of France. Hand signals indicating 
“ doucement” replaced the waves of en- 
couragement, and one or two gendarmes 
sat astride motorcycles, ready to give chase 
—or stood, notebook in hand. Clearly, 
when the route toughened up, there was 
to be no question of keeping up one’s 
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average rushing through built-up areas. 

We followed Gatsonides, whose 
Triumph bore the number 13 (Sears’ and 
mine in last year’s Tulip—and it brought 
us the bad luck we expected), through the 
increasingly twisty roads towards Valence 
and the mountains. 

After some 420 miles of easy going we 
reached Valence, and an hour’s rest period 
before the rigours of the first night. The 
column was still pretty well entire— 
though Campbell’s privately entered 
Twin-Cam M.G. had blown the head 
gasket and retired, Griffith’s Porsche Car- 
rera had suffered gear box trouble and 
done the same—and no fewer than 14 
cars were late. 

What lay ahead was indicated only too 
clearly in the road books. Instead of the 
long, straight roads and the 200-mile sec- 
tions, there were little “D” roads, yellow 
instead of red on the maps, and a series 
of short, mountainous sections. It is 
necessary, from the moment one leaves 
the control, to treat these as speed tests; 
though the first part may seem easy, there 
may be mountain passes ahead that bring 
one’s average right down—and the sec- 
tions are too short to allow room to pick 
up time. 

Only 13km from Valence came the Col 
du Pin—a 7km hill-climb in the teeming 
rain and darkness. Orum’s 300SL—one 
of our Healey’s particular rivals—came to 
grief on the climb, the car finishing up 
with its nose hard against a stone parapet. 
Fastest up this climb was the Poll-Schoor 
Porsche 1600S, with 6min 27.9sec—an ex- 
cellent time, when it is considered that 
Tak’s 300SL, in the most potent class, 
climbed in 6min 36.5sec. 

Many of the earlier cars reached the 
foot of the hill with plenty of time in 
hand, yet were not sent off on their climbs 
ufftil several minutes after they were due 
at the summit. Though “dead time ” was 
allowed, nobody was quite certain whether 
they should try to make it up during sub- 
sequent sections, or run late until the next 
rest halt. Subsequently, at the end of the 
rally, the organizers sorted things out so 
that only those who took longer between 
controls than the allotted time were 
penalized. 

On the subsequent, very tight 27km 
section to Lamastre, both our Austin- 
Healey team mates dropped out. Pat 
Moss’ and Ann Wisdom’s car went off the 
road and finished up in a ditch; Judge’s 
car also left the road at a corner, and was 
too badly damaged to continue, The roads 
at this stage were extremely slippery, and 
there was dense mist on the high ground, 
to add to the difficulties of rain and dark- 
ness. This was the first event in 1959, 
out of six in which they have competed,

that the Moss-Wisdom combination has 
not won the Coupe des Dames. The cup 
was to go to Greta Molander and Helga 
Lundberg, Saab 93B. 

Lamastre to St. Agreve, St. Agreve to 
Fay Sur Lignon, Fay Sur Lignon to La 
Sauvetat, La Sauvetat to Balsieges—this 
succession of very short, mountainous 
sections soon demonstrated the organizers’ 
promise that the Tulip would be won on 
the road. In the St. Agreve to Fay Sur 
Lignon stretch, four of the 14 Volvos that 
started in their class came to grief. Jimmy 
Ray’s Sunbeam Rapier rear axle broke, 
and the car was out of the rally. Mary 
Handley-Page’s Rapier hit the parapet of 
a bridge and was delayed for five minutes 
while she and Daphne Freeman beat the 
wing clear of the wheel. 

Two more of our own particular rivals 
—Tak’s Mercedes 300SL, and Deterding’s 
similar car—also dropped out; Tak with a 
holed sump, and Deterding in an accident. 

By St. Agreve, only eight cars in the 
rally remained unpenalized—the Poll- 
Schorr Porsche 1600S, Carlson-Svensson 


tests, held in pouring rain. 
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Saab 93B, the Morley brothers’ Jaguar 
3.4, Riley’s and Benstead-Smith’s Ford 


Zephyr, Timmer’s and Ton’s Opel 
Kapitan, Nielsen’s and Dam’s Volvo, 


Karrer and Foitek’s Alfa Romeo Guilietta, 
and Tavola’s and Marini’s similar car. 
Alternately ahead or astern of our 
Healey was the astonishingly noisy 250GT 
Ferrari driven by G. Guyot and R. P 
Faure. This car’s tremendous power and 
speed was offset by an apparent serious 
lack of braking. It would leave the Healey 
weil behind on the straighter climbs—and 
we would quickly catch it on the downhill 
stretches, our disc brakes being a tremen- 
dous advantage. 
e¢ sting-in-the-tail of the night’s 
journey was a timed ascent of Mont Ven- 
toux. At all times a slightly hair-raising 
affair, with its barren, chalk-white wastes 
above the tree-line, this 14km climb was 
made much worse by heavy cloud for the 
last*7km—and ice and snow on the road 
for the last 4 or 5km. At the top a mar- 
shal told the crews, as they arrived, that 
the climb would not be counted. Sub- 
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sequently, it was, but it made no differ- 
ence—everyone had done his best. 

A few kilometres before Uriage came 
the fourth of the timed climbs—the Col 
Bayard, which, though almost as cloudy, 
was considerably kinder than Mont Ven- 
toux. Quickest by far up this hill was 
Faure’s Ferrari, which roared yp in 4min 
20.4sec—to our Healey’s 4min 33.5sec, 
which came second, Keith Ballisat, who 
by now was leading his class in the TR3, 
climbed in 4min 40.3sec. 

Eventually, at Uriage, in the early light 
of a damp and dismal day, the night’s 
troubles ended. There were now only 
four cars unpenalized; 131 were still run- 
ning, though penalized, and 19 had given 
up—including, by now, D. J. Uren’s Ford 
Zephyr, which had been inverted. 

Tuesday’s motoring started with yet 
another timed climb, immediately after 
Uriage. It was up the Chamrousse 
which, in its 17.2km, runs up from green 
pastures to well into the tree-line, and 
snow, on this occasion. This time the 
Healey, Jack Sears sliding the car through

the multitude of bends, put up fastest time 
in I5min 12.lsec, to the Ferrari’s 
15m 31sec, the majority of cars climbing 
in a downpour, some in a hailstorm. 

By now the official placings put the 
Poll-Schorr Porsche 1600S in the lead on 
general classification, with the Riley-Ben- 
stead-Smith Ford Zephyr in second place; 
Carlson and Svensson, with their remark- 
able little Saab, lay third, and Keith Bal- 
lisat’s Triumph TR3 fourth. 

As the day went on, the route wound 
northwards, nipping into Switzerland for 
a few miles to include a timed climb of the 
Cotes de Givrins—a wide road that un- 
dulated up and down in gentle but appall- 
ingly slippery gradients. 

Tuesday night found the column, or 
what was left of it, heading northwards, 
with a rest period of one hour at Belfort 
to give competitors time to regain strength 
for the second night, and its troubles. At 
Belfort the enthusiasm of the crowds was 
astonishing; as each car swung into the 
parc ferme it was enveloped by people. 
Soon after the control came a head lamp 
climb of the Ballon d’Alsace, and then a 
repetition of the previous night—a series 
of short sections in the Vosges. Here 
again it was fast driving, quick map- 
reading and accurate timing; but those 
still in the rally were the experienced 
drivers, and few lost marks. The 
approach to Luxemburg—about 100 miles 
in the early hours of Wednesday—was a 
little worrying as dense fog slowed the 
cars down. By the time the column 
moved on, however, it was daylight; the 
fog was thinning in time for the last bit 
of fast driving through the lesser cols 
and the by-roads of Luxemburg. Only 
98 cars were still in the rally—two un- 
penalised and 96 with penalty marks to 
varying extents. 


Final Stages 


The Luxemburg section was nothing 
like as hard as the previous two nights had 
been, though there was one short, fast 
section. After Knaphoscheid the troubles 
of the road section were over, and it was 
merely a question of remaining awake on 
the long, fast roads up through Belgium 
to Eindhoven. What should have been 
one of the most interesting of the speed 
tests—on the Spa-Francorchamps G.P. 
circuit—was cancelled. 

At Eindhoven the control was at the 
Philips factory, where the cars were given 
a wonderful reception, food—and, of 
course, access to Philips electric razors, by 
now much needed! Finally, after half 
an hour’s rest, the cars were sent off on 
the final run up to Noordwijk-aan-Zee, 
this time at their own speed. Almost for 
the first time in the rally it was possible 
to let oneself go on the long, straight 
roads, and cover the ground really quickly. 
At Noordwijk the cars were set aside in 
a parc ferme, garlanded with tulips from 
Eindhoven, for the night, before the final 
speed test—a series of class races on the 
Zandvoort circuit. 

There were some hard-fought contests 
in the races at Zandvoort; at the time it 
was thought that the results here would 
settle the Fords versus Triumphs battle 
for the manufacturers’ team prize— 
eventually won by Ford. In fact the 
Fords had 11 penalty marks and 209 
bonus points, to the Triumphs 15 penal- 
tics and 189 bonus points. First away 
were the Fords together with a 220SE 
Mercedes-Benz driven by Schock. The

When the turn came for the Triumphs 
to have a go, it was Slotemaker who shot 
off in the lead, with the team cars of 
Ballisat and Wallwork second and third, 
then Gatsonides’ non-team car fourth, 
and the third team car, driven by 
Corbishley fifth. Slotemaker drove a 
great race, leading to the last hundred 
yards of the final lap—then slowing right 
down to let the team cars through. How- 
ever, by then, Gatsonides had moved up

4th places. 

The rally was over, the victorious 
cars were taken off for scrutineering, 
while the unsuccessful finishers wound 
their way through the tulip fields back 
to Noordwijk—and bed. It had been per- 
haps the best Tulip ever, from the point 
of view of hard, fast driving; it had been 
a great event, too, for the British entries. 
Inevitably, there were protests; they arose 
largely through the timing muddles at 
the Col du Pin, and at the Ballon d’Alsace.

VENTILATED cushions greatly add to 
comfort in hot countries, and even in 
Britain if the seating is upholstered in 
non-breathing plastic.

ROMISE of a good day’s racing 

and dry, often sunny weather, 

attracted a crowd of about 90,000 
to Silverstone last Saturday for the 
meeting organized by the B.R.D.C. 
They were rewarded by a sweeping 
British victory in the International 
Trophy Formula 1 race and a very 
successful debut of the new formula 1 
G.P. Aston Martin. Class records also 
fell in each section of the over 1,100 c.c. 
Sports Car Race and in the Touring 
Car Race, and the formula 2 lap record 
was equalled by Jim Russell’s Cooper- 
Climax at 101.91 m.p.h. With the first 
Grande Epreuve of the season next 
Sunday at Monaco, British chances 
after Silverstone seem much brighter, 
and Ferrari appear to need a little more 
speed to cope with both Cooper and 
B.R.M. . 


PRACTICE 


FOR PRACTICE sessions on _ both 
Thursday and Friday, the weather was 
dry though windy. Thursday’s session 
saw the first public appearance of the new 
formula 1 Aston Martins, two of which 
were entered, and Carroll Shelby re-

Hill (24-litre Lotus-Climax) and Russell 
(Cooper-Climax), in that order, were 
fastest among the 1,100 c.c. to 3,000 c.c. 
sports cars, with laps at over 100 m.p.h., 
not even Moss’s efforts with a works 
DBRI-300 Aston Martin making any im- 
pression on them. Ashdown recorded a 
remarkable 95.97 m.p.h. in his 1,100 c.c. 
Lola-Climax. 


INTERNATIONAL TROPHY 


WITH ONLY MINUTES to spare, 
Juan Fangio descended by helicopter, to 
start the International Trophy race with

From a perfect start, the whole front 
row of cars surged forward almost level 
towards Copse, with Brabham a nose 
ahead. By Stowe the order was Brab- 
ham, Moss, Salvadori, Shelby, Flockhart, 
Brooks, Hill, Lovely; it remained un- 
changed as they screamed through the 
pit area at the end of the first lap. Moss 

was on Brabham’s tail, and second time

were quickly dashed in the fifth lap when 
the car slid wide and stopped at Copse. 
Moss had sensed trouble at the previous 
corner and was not unprepared. After- 
wards a fatigued front brake pipe was 
discovered, and this was the reason for 
the car’s retirement. Brabham was left 
in the lead by 2sec from Salvadori, with 
Brooks in the first of the Ferraris now 
third, 5sec behind Salvadori. Flockhart 
in the remaining B.R.M. hung on grimly 
to Brooks and then, after an increasing 
gap, came Shelby’s Aston Martin, Phil 
Hill’s Ferrari, Fairman’s Cooper- 
Maserati, the 24-litre Lotus-Climax 
driven by Graham Hill, and then the 
formula 2 cars, narrowly led by Ireland’s 
Lotus from Bueb’s Cooper-Borgward, 
Russell’s Cooper-Climax and Marsh’s 
Cooper-Climax. 

Graham Hill’s Lotus went out on the

At half distance (25 laps), the order 
among the leaders remained unchanged. 
Brabham was lapping at around 103 
m.p.h.; Hill’s Ferrari was misfiring a littie, 
but kept sixth place. On lap 27 Brooks 
was slowing and Flockhart soon passed 
him into third place. The Ferrari came 
in to retire, ending the Italian challenge, 
which at no time appeared very threaten- 
ing. Aintree tables had been turned, and 
it was the British cars, not the Italians, 
which were showing superior reliability. 
Brooks’ rev. counter recorded 9,100 r.p.m. 
and one or more broken valve springs 
was the probable cause of retirement. 

Leaders of the formula 2 race—five of 

them—were having a terrific battle, lap-

ping always in a close bunch, most often 
led by Innes Ireland’s works Lotus, fol- 
lowed by Bueb and Russell, both a con- 
stant threat to Ireland. When eventually 
Ireland began to slow with suspected rear 
damper troubles, Russell went ahead to 
win from Bueb and Marsh (Cooper- 
Climax), with Ireland fourth. Russell’s 
fastest lap in Imin 43.3sec (101.91 m.p.h.) 
equalled the formula 2 lap record set up 
by Allison’s Lotus last year. 

Order of the overall race leaders re- 
mained the same as the last laps were 
reeled off, Brabham gradually increasing 
his lead over Salvadori to 15sec on lap 48; 
he in turn led Flockhart by 10sec. Then, 
with the leaders on their last lap, Shelby’s 
Aston, in fourth place, began to cough 
smoke coming out of Woodcote, and 
stopped on Hangar Straight with engine 
failure—extremely hard luck after a fine 
drive to the last three quarters of a lap. 
His retirement let Phil Hill’s Ferrari 
into fourth place and “Tommy” Atkins 
Cooper-Maserati, driven by Jack Fair- 
man, came fifth Maria Teresa de 
Filippis, who had been lapping at about 
90 m.p.h. in her Maserati, was forced out 
ten laps from the end with transmission 
failure. 

Brabham thoroughly deserved his win 
after a wonderful drive, and proved that 
the 24-litre Cooper-Climax can make a 
strong bid for World Championship 


honours in this  season’s Grandes 
Epreuves. For a first showing of a new 
G.P. car, the performance of David 


Brown’s Aston Martins could hardly have 
been better. The winner received the 
Daily Express trophy and prize money, 
and the next five home, cash awards, to a 
total of £1,350. 


Race |: GRAND TOURING CARS 


THE 12-LAP race for Grand Touring 
cars was run in the morning before the 
crowds had really begun to gather. Ex- 
cept for a very brief moment at the start 
when Colin Chapman (Lotus Elite) shot 
off the line, Stirling Moss, in the 3.7-litre 
Aston Martin, quickly took the lead. At 





the end of the first lap Moss was a frac- 
tion of a second ahead of Roy Salvadori 
(Jaguar 3.4), and went on to pull out a 
little on each lap, to win by almost 17sec. 
With a lap in Imin 58.8sec (88.7 m.p.h.) 
Moss set the record for Grand Touring 
cars in their first event at Silverstone. 

Colin Chapman, after his good start, 
fell back to seventh place at the end of 
his first lap, but was back to fourth on 
lap 2, and spent the next three catching 
Jack Sears in the old Montlhéry record- 
breaking Austin-Healey. From lap 6 the 
first four places remained unchanged to 
the end, but behind them a terrific 
struggle was going on for fifth place 
among as many as six Lotus Elites. Ian 
Walker first took that position, but retired 
on lap 6—on fire—and Whitmore took 
over for the remainder of the race. That 
remarkable TR-engined Morgan of C. J. 
Lawrence hung grimly on at the rear of 
the flying Elites, comfortably leading its 
class (1,600-2,600 c.c.). 
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In the 1,300-1,600 c.c. class, four twin- 
cam MGAs disposed of Burke’s Porsche, 
and Dick Jacobs’ pair of them, driven by 
Bloxham and Foster, battled for the class 
win. The small car class (up to 1,300 c.c.) 
was quite naturally a Lotus Elite affair as 
far as the honours were concerned; the 
remainder of the class consisted of various 
forms of Austin-Healey Sprite, a Saab 
and Bob Gerard’s Turner. The outstand- 
ing Sprite was that of Williamson (fastest 
lap, 78.75 m.p.h.), who had a’ grand race 
with Gerard and finally managed to beat 
him by 0.2sec.

Lotus-Climax on his tail, and Moss in 
the works DB3S Aston Martin already 
through to third place from the second 
row of the grid. Next lap, Hill was 
ahead of Salvadori, and building up a 
lead of 3sec by the 12th lap. 

Meanwhile, Moss had begun losing 
ground and was passed by Brabham’s 
Cooper-Climax on the eighth lap, and 
Stacey’s 14-litre Lotus-Climax on the 
tenth, M. Taylor’s Lotus, which had 
been lying sixth in the early stages, re- 
tired. By the twelfth lap, Stacey was 
challenging Brabham for third place, and 
when Brabham made a pit stop on the 
14th lap, he became third, followed by 
Moss and Bueb (Lister-Jaguar). 

Stacey’s fine effort came to a dramatic 
end on the 16th lap, when he went off at 
a tangent leaving Woodcote, and hit the 
bank a tremendous clout in front of the 
stands, happily without injuring himself. 
He signalled “no steering.” At almost 
the same time, Masten Gregory, put off 
his line by slower cars at Becketts, left 
the road, stood up in his seat and was 
thrown out as his Lister hit the bank 
very hard. His injuries were only slight. 
Two laps later, and the leader, Graham 
Hill, who was going so well, had to retire 
at the pits with a stripped differential. 

From this point onwards, Salvadori 
held a comfortable lead over Moss, Bueb 
and Flockhart (Tojeiro-Jaguar), Graham 
Whitehead (works DBRI1 Aston Martin) 
making a successful last-lap bid to take 
fifth place from Brabham, 


Race 3: PRODUCTION TOURING 


THIS KIND OF EVENT is normally 
spectacular rather than exciting and this 
year’s was no exception. The front row 
of the grid held four 3.4 Jaguars, of which 
the Equipe Endeavour car, driven by 
Ivor Bueb, won the sprint into Copse at 
the fall of the flag. The race turned 
into a complete Jaguar benefit, with this 
marque filling the first six places. The 
2.4, piloted by Blond, went very fast in- 
deed yet seemed unhurried, and Dickson, 
in a 3.4 had to wait until lap 7 before he 
could pass.

Rust on Sliding Members. I read with interest your article 
(24 April) on adjustment and maintenance of braking systems, 
as my car is a 1946 Rover, fitted with Girling brakes operated 
by rods. When adjusting and overhauling these brakes, I find 
it most important to ensure that both sliding members which 
apply pressure to the brake shoes through rollers from the 
expanding wedge are free to move. In my case I found one 
on each of two wheels rusted, so that oniy one was free to 
move when the brakes were applied, causing uneven and 
inefficient braking. df these are left well greased and free to 
move the system is very efficfent. 

The same freedom to move should be ensured for the sliding 
members engaging with the adjustment wedge (marked B in 
your drawing on page 612

pe a long time, the hallmark of a 
ualified driving instructor has been, 
poe still is, the Royal Automobile 
Club’s certificate, which is issued to suc- 
cessful candidates after a fairly stringent 
one-day test.

HE camping season is with us again, 
and those who wish sometimes that 
they could sleep the night on the road 
without either incurring expense or having 
to cope with elaborate tents, and who own 
estate cars or similar types of vehicle, may 
be interested in this tent attachment, 
designed by a man who had the same type 
of thing made for his vehicle in the North 
Africen campaign during the war. For 
ownets of the A.30 or A.35 Austin Coun- 
tryman or van, this attachment supplies 
the answer when the minimum amount of 
kit is desired. 

To sleep out in rzasonable comfort calls 
for either a suitably .arge tent or the in- 
side of a vehicle; sleeping in what the 
Americans call a pup tent is, in the 
writer’s opinion, sheer misery. Sleeping 
in the van itself on Lilos saves carrying 
camp beds, and the penthouse provides a 
shelter in which one can stand up to dress 
and wash, as well as room for a camp bed 
fora second person if it is required. There 
is space enough for two people in an A.30 
van on Lilos as an alternative to one in 
the tent and one in the van, but the latter 
arrangement suits those who are apt to 
wave their arms about in the night or who 
have sharp elbows.

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ASTON MARTIN, and particularly Mr. 
David Brown, must have been tremen- 
dously encouraged by the debut perform- 
ance of the DBR4/250 formula 1 car at 
Silverstone last Saturday. Certainly 
within my memory no British car has had 
such an impressive first outing. Its per- 
formance was equal to that of any of the 
current contenders on this circuit, and 
better than some of the well-established 
ones. I would go so far as to say, from 
the observations which were possible 
during the race, that in road-holding it 
is superior to any of them, After having 
studied its specification, I expected it to 
have a performance very similar to that 
of a works prepared 250F Maserati 
(which it resembles in layout), and am 
equally pleased to record that my pre-race 
assessment proved very wrong. It is a 
pity that there are only two seasons of 
racing left for this car, but if subsequent 
outings prove as successful as the first 
one, perhaps Mr. David Brown will be 
eacouraged to stay in the formula 1 field, 

The next outing for the car will be the 
Duatch Grand Prix at Zandvoort on Sun- 
cay, May 31. The Monaco Grand Prix 
is being given the go-by—quite sensibly, 
I think, because this is a circuit on which 
the cars could not be expected to show 
up to the best advantage, in spite of their 
obviously very good road-holding. 

During conversation with John Wyer, 
technical director of Aston Martin, he 
stated that they have had a remarkably 
trouble-free period of development on 
these cars. One of the engines had done 
800 miles without being serviced and the 
cars had recorded a surprisingly good fuel 
consumption of 12 m.p.g. during the two 
days of practice at Silverstone.

RACTICE times indicated that the 

Lotus entry in the Francorchamps 

sports car race lacked sufficient 
power to give battle to the works Porsches 
driven by Paul Frére, Heinz‘ and de 
Beaufort. It was expected that Paul Frére 
would be an easy winner, threatened by 
Heinz if he could control his fighting 
spirit, or by de Tomaso in the neat and 
nicely tuned little Osca. 

As it turned out, Frére and de Tomaso 
shot into the lead and Heinz, over- 
enthusiastic, tried to pass them at the 
worse possible place—the top of the 
raidillon following the Eau Rouge bridge. 
He hit the straw bales and overturned in 
the midst of the pack of cars. Happily 
there was no other damage than shock. 

Frére increased his lead, followed at a 
fair distance by de Beaufort, de Tomaso 
and Piper in the first Lotus, but on the 
Sth lap, Frére came in and retired for an 
undisclosed reason. 

After that de Beaufort led de Tomaso, 
and one hoped that the latter was pre- 
paring to try for it towards the end of the

Because Stirling Moss was not altogether 
satisfied with the Cooper-B.R.M. after the 
Goodwood try-out, it is by no means 
certain that he will drive this car in 
Monaco. The Rob Walker Equipe has 
taken in addition a third car, previously 
run with Borgward engine but now fitted 
with the latest 2}-litre Coventry Climax. 
Moss will try both and may decide to 
favour a Climax engine in the race. 

On the Saturday before the race the 
Monaco Junior Grand Prix for Formula 
Junior cars will be run over 32 laps of 
the full G.P. circuit.
